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INTRODUCTION 


Between 1963 and 1977 an annual subject and author index was printed in the 
NASPA Journal. This was later augmented from 1969 to the present by citations 
and brief abstracts composed by Current Index Journals of Education (CIJE). These 
entries; however, provide limited access to what has become an evergrowing 
resource of current published articles in the field of student personnel 
administration. The need for an updated and easily accessible Index to the Journal 
was suggested by Peggy Elder, NASPA Journal Editor and discussed by the 
Editorial Board three years ago. 


It was decided to compose an Index to all articles printed in the Journal from 
December, 1963, through Winter, 1986. Four major headings: Students, 
Organizational Structure, Administrative Staff and Faculty, and Higher Education, 


were chosen as the “backbone” of the project, with appropriate subject categories 
listed in each field. 


The “Student” category includes subjects such as attitudes, behavior and 
characteristics, as well as ten different types of student population. The 
“Organizational Structure” category lists twenty-four functional areas within 
Student Affairs—admissions, advising, career services, counseling. 
“Administrative Staff and Faculty” is comprised of six topics such as 
development, evaluation recruitment and selection. The “Higher Education” 
section includes accountability, administration, campus climate, community and 
junior colleges, and eighteen other subject areas. 


Several methods were used in assigning either one or two subjects to an article. 
The title, content, and abstract of an article were consulted to determine the 
correct category. Data Base Manager III by Alpha Software Company was used to 
facilitate management of the data. Each index record was entered in the computer 
using a bibliographic format (subject, author, title, month, year, volume, number 
and page). This facilitated the sorting of data in various ways. 


All articles printed in the Journal from 1973 to 1986 have been assigned a 
subject, or subjects, and entered in the data base. There now exists a complete 
Index to the articles by subject and author including approximately 1,713 records. 
This will provide easy accessibility for administrators and researchers. In 
addition, electronic access of the Index is available. 


The project entailed much time and effort by several persons. Joe M. Euculano, 
Coordinator of Research and Technology in the Division of Student Affairs at the 
University of Arkansas, provided untold hours of technical guidance assisting 
with format, data entry, and recommended software. Peggy Elder, former editor of 
the NASPA Journal, offered continual encouragement throughout the three-year 
project, and this support was faithfully continued by the present editor, Keith 
Miser. Tom Goodale, President of NASPA, enabled the successful conclusion of 
the Index project by facilitating its publication. Others whose help was equally 
valuable include Meli Duran, Jean Smith, and Muddu Kumar Koppaiah. Finally,
